Proclamation by the Go,·emor. 

The Chair here directed the read­
ing of the following proclamation by 
the Governor: 

. Governor's Offi~e. 
Austin, Texas, Aug. 29, 1917. 

I, W. P. Hobby, Acting Governor of 
the State of Texas. by virtue of the 
authority vested in me by the Consti· 
tution of the State, do hereby call an 
extraordinary session of the Thirty­
fifth Legislature t;, convene in the city 
of Austin, Texas, beginning at 10:00 
o'clocl• a. m. Friday, August 31, A. D. 
1917, for the following pmposes, to 
wit : 

1. To enact adequate la ll"S to pre­
vent the introduction into the State of 
Texas of the cotton pest lrnown as the 
pink boll worm, and to eradicate such 
insects if their presence is discovered 
In this State, making necessary ap­
propriations to enforce the law thus 
enacted. 1 

2. To enaet needed leglslatlon for 
the purpose of protecting property 
rights or Texas citizens who are now 
or may be enlisted In the sen•lce of 
the United States as soldiers or sail­
ors during the present war between 
the United States and her allies and 
the Imperial German Government; 
having particular regard to the ex­
tension ot time in which they may 
as defendants answer to civil suits 
filed after enlistment. 

3. To .enact adequate legislation 
suspending. during the present war 
with Germany, the rights of execution 
under a power of sale in the instru· 
ment, In all deeds of trust and mort· 
gages on real property, when the party 
who executed the Instrument Is en· 
listed In the army or navy of the 
Unltecl States, providing that execu· 
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tlon may be had 
foreclosure.

4. To enact such legislation as In 
the judgment of the Legislature may 
be necessary and proper to meet the 
unusual conditions that have arisen 
on account of the severe drouth that 
has prevailed In the State, providing 
relief to the citizens In drouth-strlclten 
sections, especially In those counties 
where the food crops have been fail­
ures this season. 

5. To fac!l!tate a fair and Impartial 
trial of the articles of Impeachment 
preferred by the House of Representa­
tives against the Governor of Texas. 

6. To consider and act upon such 
other matters as may be presented 
by the Governor, pursuant to Section 
40 of Article III or the Constitution 
of Texas.

.President Pro Tem.-Election Of. 

The Chair announced that nomina­
tions for President Pro Tern. for the 
ensuing CaJled Session were in order. 

Senator Clark placed In nomlna· 
tlon for that place Senator W. L. 
Dean of Walker County. 

The nomination was seconded by 
Senat'ors Gibson, Bee, Hopkins and

There being no other nominations, 
the Chair declared the nominations 
closed. 

Senators Lattimore, Alderdice and 
Balley were appointed as tellers. 

Senator Dean received 25 votes, 
being a· majority of all votes cast, 
and was declared to be duly and 
constitutionally elected President 
Pro Tempore of th e Senate during 
the Third Called Session of the 
Thirty-fifth Legislature. 

The Chair appointed· Senators 
Suiter, Johnson of Hall and Gibson 
as a committee to escort President 
Pro Tem.-elect Dean to the Presi­
dent's stand, whereupon he took the 
constitutional oath of office adminls-­
tered by President Pro Tern. Mc· 
Neal us. 

Retiring President Pro Tern . Mc 

presented the Chairman, Hon. W. L. 
Dean, who also addressed the Senate.

Report of Cnucus Committee. · 

Senate Chamber, 
Austin, Texas, Aug. 31, 1917. 

Hon. 11.r. L. Dean, President of the 
Senate. 
Sir: Upon call of Senator Mc­

Nealus, cl1airman or the last caucus 
held by the Texas Senate, a caucus 
was held on August 30, 1917, In the 
tlinance room of the Senate to deter, 
mine the number and personnel or 
the employes for the ensuing special 
session. Twenty-nine Senators were 
present. 

It was recommended that all for· 
mer officers and employes of the 
Senate at the Second Called Session, 
Including the two newly appointed 
Sergeants-at-Arms ln the gallery, be 
continued as the officers and em· 
ployes of the Senate during the 
Third Called Session, except that 
Billy Nichols of Gainesvllle, Texas, 
be elected to succeed D. Eagan as 
Assistant Doorkeeper and that dur­
ing the Thl.Td Called Session the 
office of clerk of the Finance Com­
mittee be abolished, and that the 
numbE)r or pages be limited to ten. 

It was further recommended that 
each Senator be permitted to name 
one stenographer typist, and that 
such employe act as clerk to each 
committee of which said Senator 
shall be chairman. 

It was further recommended that 
the President of the Senate have 
exclusive appointment of the pages 
and such number of porters as ma:r 
be necessary. 

It is further recommended that 
the Lieutenant Governor be permit­
ted to select a secretary and a ste­
nographer , and a personal messenger. 

It is further recommended r that 
the compensation of all officers and 
employes be five dollars per day, ex­
cept that the Secretary of the Senate 
and the Journal Clerk each shall 
receive seven dollars per day, and 
except furthj!r that the pages and 
porters shall be paid two dollars per 
day. 

It Is further recommended that in 
case of a vacancy In the position of 
any officer or employe during the 
session that the Preslden't of the 
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Senate be perml.tted to fill such va­
cancy and further that if In the judg­
ment of the Lieutenant Governor 
the services of any officer or employe 
of the Senate shall become unneces­
sary the President of the Senate shall 
have authority to dispense with the 
servi~es of such of!icer or employe. 
It is further recommended that the 
President of the Senate have a~thor­
lty to transfer employes from one 
department to another in cases . of 
necessity. 

It is further recommended that 
each Senator be given such time as 
be shall desire to name his personal 
appointment and that such appoint­
ment be made by handing the name 
of such employe to the Secretary of 
the .,Senate.
